FEO Assures Fuel Supply 
Plano Request OK'cl

Plano, a delegation of city 
officials flew to Washington 
D C. Monday to request an 
em ergency 
fuel 
allotm ent 
from the Federal Energy 
Office (FEO ). 
The city has only 5,400 
gallons of fuel, or a nine-day 
supply, rem a in in g as of 
today, according to Gene 
E d w ard s, 
d ire c to r 
of 
finance. City M anager David 
Griffin, City Attorney Bill 
Roberts and City Purchasing 
Agent Del Waggoner are 
expected back in P lano 
tomorrow after conferring 
with Cong. Jim Collins. 
In a telephone interview 
this m orning, Dee Travis, a 
legislative aide in the office 
of Congressm an Collins, told 
the Star-Courier that 
the 
FEO has guaranteed the city 
that it will “always have a 
supplier.” 
Travis said that Harlow 
Dean, an FEO official, met 
w ith 
him self, 
G riffin. 
Roberts and Waggoner early 
Tuesday m orning to review 
the situ atio n . W hile the 
Plano delegation returned to 


Collins' 
office 
to 
discuss 
other m atters, Dean con­ 
tacted Exxon and the Dallas 
regional office of FEO. 
A fter lunch the P lano 
officials were informed that 
the problem was “ taken care 
of.” Griffin told Travis that 
the delegation was 
“ per­ 
fectly satisfied’’ with the 
results of the trip. Griffin 
described it as “beneficial 
and worthwhile.’' 
Exxon will be the im ­ 
m ediate supplier of gasoline, 
according to Travis.

The long or the short of it? 
Taxpayers must make that 
decision again soon. 
After being absent 
for 
three years, the familiar 
Form 
1040A--the so-called 
short 
form--was 
r e ­ 
introduced in 1973 and is 
back for this year’s filing 
season. 
“The short form can be a 
convenience for many, 
says 
tax 
expert 
Sanford 
Kahn, “but it can be costly to 
many others because they 
take the easy way out in­ 
stead of searching for ways 
to save on their tax returns. 
Those eligible to use the 
short form are taxpayers 
whose 1973 income consisted 
of wages, salaries, dividends 
and interest in any amounts. 
“But all those who are 
candidates 
for 
the 
short 
form don’t have to use, nor 
should they feel they’re 
expected to,” Kahn asserts. 
“ They’ve simply got to 
review their own situation 
first and then decide.” 
Kahn is tax supervisor for 
GFC Corp., a subsidiary of 
CNA Financial Corp. GFC 
Corp. operates tax advisory 
services in its offices in 21 
states. 
The short form permits 
deducting 15 percent (or a 
maximum of $2,000) 
of 
adjusted gross income. This 
avoids itemizing interest 
payments, 
donations 
to 
charities and real-estate 
taxes, among other items. 
Kahn points out that use of 
the short form could result in 
paying unnecessary 
tax 
dollars because it does 
prevent itemizing deduc­ 
tions of sort--plus deductions 
for employe business, sick 
pay, moving, retirem ent 
income, estimated tax, in­ 
vestment, foreign, motor 
fuels and regulated 
in­ 
vestment 
company 
tax 
credits.

whether claiming them will 
reduce your tax bill,” says 
Kahn. "For example: If you 
have a mortgage on a home, 
you can deduct all the in­ 
terest payments. That could 
easily be $1,000 a year or 
more. If you add a couple of 
hundred 
doallars 
for 
charitable contributions and 
uninsured medical bills and 
p r e s c ir p ti o n s , 
y o u ’re 
already close to the $2,000 
m a x i m u m 
s t a n d a r d 
deduction. 
“Every single penny you 
can itemize beyond that is 
money in your pocket.” 
In general, according to 
Kahn, 
those who 
benefit 
from itemizing-that is in not 
using the short form-are 
homeowners 
with 
large 
m ortgage 
interest 
and 
property 
taxes; 
people 
who’ve had a large casualty 
loss or considerable medical 
expenses, and those who 
donate hevily to religious 
and chai table causes. 
“ Moreover,” Kahn says, 
“ The short form isn’t all that 
easy to zip through. There 
are 15 pages of instructions 
from the IRS about how to 
fill it out. Completing the 
regular 1040 doesn’t actually 
take that much longer.” 
Kahn believes that “ Uncle 
Sam, 
to 
some 
extend, 
capitalizes on the fact that 
everyone hates to tangle 
with tax form. But by using a 
short 
form 
or taking 
a 
standard deduction on the 
longer form many people 
end up paying more than 
they should.” 
A more sensible approach, 
Kahn maintains, is to con­ 


sider tax filing “a part-time 
job-and a lucrative one, at 
that. An evening or two of 
hard work, compiling all the 
pertinent data required for 
your own use or for a tax 
service that you go 
to, is 
one of the best ways to save 
money at this time of year.” 
The short form, says 
Kahn, “is certainly worth 
considering. Since it offers 
the taxpayer another option, 
it should be welcomed. To, 
those who have scarcely any 
deductions and whose in­ 
come is from wages only it 
can help dispose of an 
unpleasant chore a bit more 
quickly.” 
However, Kahn insits, 
“ the fastest way isn’t always 
the sm artest way. T ax­ 
payers who use the short 
form should only do so after 
they’ve made absolutely 
certain it’s not costing them 
more of their hard-earned 
dollars than is necessary.”

Administration (FDA) recalls of thousands of 
cans whose contam inated contents could lead 
to botulism poisoning. 
In its Jan. 17recall of mushrooms packed in 
Ecuador for United States distribution, the 
FDA said m ore could be expected during the 
next few weeks. 
But 
cultivated 
m ushroom s — 
raw' or 
cooked, fresh, frozen or dehydrated —are not 
involved and not likely to be. They are no 
more cl 
ic. .n ' iiian any • hoi fresh 
vegetables that are handled safely at home, 
the institute said in response to growing 
consum er inquiries 
Botulism Occurs Barely 
Botulin toxin needs an airless environm ent 
for growth A sealed, airtight can provides 
ideal conditions. 
And the FDA has said that no health 
problem s have developed from fresh, frozen 
or dehydrated mushrooms. Others vouching 
for their safety —when properly handled — 
include the Institute of Food Technologists 
Expert Panel on Food Safety and Nutrition, 
and the U.S. D epartm ents of Agriculture 
(USDA) and Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW ). 
Four types of food poisoning can occur. 
Botulism is the deadliest, but also the rarest. 
A statem ent prepared for a USDA-FDA food 
safety cam paign says only five deaths have 
been reported in the past 49 years from 
botulism 
in com m ercially canned foods. 
During the sam e period, about 700 ne nuns 
died of the sam e disease caused by v JUng 
home canned products. 
Precautions Are Simple 
The most common causes are home-canned 
m eat and other low-acid canned foods, such 
as green beans, beets and corn that are not 
pressured canned, the USDA said. 
Undercooking is the real culprit in home- 
canned foods, the experts agree. Only foods 
w ith a high acid, sugar or salt content can be 
packed safely without a pressure canner. 
They include fruit juices, sauerkraut, m any 
tomato products but not those using lowacid 
tom atoes, heavily salted ham s, jam s, jellies 
and preserves. 
Dozens of sim ple, easy precautions in food 
handling at home are the best insurance 
against any type of food poisoning. 
Most of them are spelled out in USDA Home 
and Garden Bulletin No. 162, which can be 
ordered for 
lo cents 
a copy from 
the 
Superintendent of Documents, U.S. Govern­ 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. 
When you shop for food, avoid cans or 
packages that are outdated, broken, bent, 
bulging 
or 
leaking. 
Bulging 
cans 
are 
especially dangerous — they could contain 
botulin toxins. The toxins often signal their 
presence with a foul odor but not always. And 
some individuals have a greater degree of 
tolerance than others to disagreeable odors 
and flavors.

Use Fire Safely 


As Home Caution 


By DOROTHEA BROOKS 
N EW YO RK (U P I) — Fire safety 
should begin at home — but it seldom 
does. 
Children go through fire drills at 
school. Em ergency measures are 
taught to personnel of homes for the 
aged, prisons, 
hospitals. 
Offices, 
theaters and other public places have 
fire emergency plans. 
Airline 
ste­ 
wardesses remind passengers of 
escape procedures at the start of every 
flight. 
How often do you have a fire drill at 
your house? 
An honest answer probably would be 
“ never,” safety experts report, since 
few families practice fire safety, let 
alone fire prevention. Most never even 
think of the possibility of fire. It’s some­ 
thing that happens to someone else. 
Experts of the Combined Insurance 
Company of America’s Department of 
Safety and Research cite grim figures 
to support this contention: a house 
catching fire every 57 minutes, nearly 
12,(MM) people killed every year and 
many thousands more injured in fires, 
a price tag of more than $3-billion a 
year on property damage from fires. 
Think About It 
Think about it. What would you do 
tonight if fire broke out at your house? 
Would you leap from your bed, dash 
through the house shouting “ fire,” 
snatch up your most valued possession 
and then race into the jaws of flame or 
lethal smoke as you head for the out­ 
side? Would you reach safety only to 
stop in your tracks to wonder whether 
someone was trapped inside and then, 
in panic, dash back to risk your life 
again? 
Instead, 
the 
experts 
say, 
the 
procedure should be this: 
With 
the 
first smell 
of 
smoke, 
cautiously go to the door of your room 
to determine whether the fire's heat 
had reached it? If it was hot, call out to 
the rest of your household to pursue a 
prearranged escape plan, with each 
member of the family dropping either a 
mattress or pillows to the ground and 
then lowering himself out a first floor 
window, or if on an upper floor, clim­ 
bing 
down 
r'‘P ° 
ladder 
kept 
in 
bedrooms 
just sm ii an emergency. 
Once the alert has been sounded, the 
head of the household should go to the 


bedroom telephone extension and 
telephone the fire department, then 
make his way to safety via the window. 
Each member of the family should go 
to a prearranged rendezvous point 
where all the family would gather 
without anyone dashing about wonder­ 
ing if someone was still inside. 
Plan In Advance 
This is the course recommended by 
the National Safety Council and the 
National 
Commission 
on 
F ire 
Prevention and Control, and it can 
result only from advance planning and 
periodic home fire drills. 
A few years ago, the Kansas City Fire 
Department 
devised a 
program 
it 
called Operation ED ITH (Exit Drills in 
the Home), which caught on in some 
communities. Those who adopted the 
plan held regular fire drills that began 
with mapping escape routes —at least 
two ways to get out of every room, 
through a door and a window. 
One story homes should have easily 
accessible windows. Cellar windows 
should be reachable and large enough 
for escape. 
Rope fire ladders are 
recommended for every upstairs room. 
A periodic fire drill should be a must. 
Don’t Smoke in Bed 
The National Commission on Fire 
Prevention and Control reports 95 per 
cent of the money spent on dealing with 
the hazards fire goes to putting out 
flames, only 5 per cent to prevention. 
The Combined Insurance safety 
department stresses fire prevention 
costs time and effort rather 
than 
dollars. 
You don’t smoke in bed or while 
drowsing over the evening news on TV. 
You 
don’t 
let 
newspapers, 
boxes, 
discarded draperies, old mattresses or 
broken toys accumulate in the cellar. 
You don’t amass a hoard of partly filled 
paint cans or let the sawdust and wood 
shavings accumulate in your home 
carpentry shop. 
You don’t keep rags soaked with 
gasoline or paint thinner in a pile under 
the cellar stairs. You don’t let soot pile 
up in the fireplace chimney or grease 
accumulate in the stove flue until it 
builds up into a fire hazarrd. 
“ These are just some of the open 
invitations to disaster in the home,” the 
safety experts warn. “ They add up to a 
foolproof do-it-yourself Presetting kit.” 


Shores Swarming 


With Designers

NEW’ YO RK (U P I) — The first 
French invasion of note was in 1066 
when William the Conqueror crossed 
the English channel and clobbered King 
Harold II in the Battle of Hastings. The 
second invasion of note is 1974 —the 
shores of the United States are swar­ 
ming 
with 
French 
m en’s 
wear 
designers. 
Pierre Cardin has been here fo 
years, but now we have Yves Saint 
Laurent, Givenchy, Nino Cerutti and 
Marc Bohan of the House of Dior. 
Waiting in the wings are a dozen more 
including the House of Lanvin which 
expects to bring in a line next fall. 
All 
are 
noted 
women’s 
wear 
designers who were perhaps inspired 
by Cardin’s enormous success in the 
United States where his designs, 
translated 
into wearable American 
shapes and sizes by the genius of 
midwesterner Don Robbie, sell from 
Maine to California. 
Robbie has forsaken Cardin for Saint 
Laurent and has the fall collection 
ready for the stores, a group of clothing 
billed as a fresh and elegant collection 
of “ deluxe menswear to have fun in." 
The designs are Saint Laurent, the all 
important interpretation by Robbie. 
Hollywood Feeling 
In line with the feeling of nostalgia 
that has swept into the men’s wear 
market in recent months there is a 
feeling of the old Hollywood about the 
designs. They have been updated but 
you can still wear them with the feeling 
the suit is something Clark Gable would 
have worn. 
“ The most important fashion point is 
the golf jacket detailing in the sport­ 
swear,” Robbie said. These details 
include buckled flaps on the sleeves, 
buckled flaps on each side of the waist, 
half belts in the back, occasional 
pleated backs like the bi-swing backs of 
the 30s. 
A coat in a dozen shades of camel hair 
had these details as did a cotton rain­ 
coat. Another coat with raglan sleeves 
had a lot of swing and the details in­ 
cluded leather buckled epaulets on the 
shoulder, buckles on the belt and 
sleeves. 
There were many nostalgic fabrics in 
suits, including sharkskin, the favorite 
in Hollywood when Hollywood was in its 
zenith. A brown tweed suit with an 
orangeish overplaid had four patch 
pockets, and a pleated back. The pants 
were

then on the other hand, Cardin was bom 
in Venice. 
As an HS&M executive put it, “ The 
Dior collection offers that advanced 
fashion created with taste and elegance 
for the worldly man who regards his 
dre^r as an extension of his per­ 
sonality.” That translates into suits 
selling for $175 to $275. 
Hubert Givenchy, who has long had a 
boutique in the Hotel George V in Paris, 
showed his collection in New York late 
in January. They were clothes with a

accent but 
translated 
into 
American since American men seem to 
have wider shoulders and deeper chests 
than Frenchmen. 
The French accent includes the very 
high armhole, a very slight flare to the 
pants, jackets that fit close to the body, 
rope shoulders that are slightly angled 
or

back. 
And 
fabrics 
ran 
everyw here from worsted serges 
through gabardines, twills, cashmeres 
and plaids. Givenchy was high on 
country suits and many had multiple 
patch pockets. 
Jackets Are Shorter 
One of the immediate effects of the 
Robbie departure from Cardin was an 
immediate and greater involvement of 
Cardin himself in his American line, 
and his personal training of Larry Case 
and John McCoy to take over the 
“ translating” job. 
So for the spring line there are 
shorter jackets, usually without vents, 
and with broadly built up shoulders 
coupled with full, pleated pants. New 
for spring is a jacket with a very low 
gorge with full and deeply notched 
lapels, and featuring open side seam 
double venting. There is a one button 
double breasted coat in everything 
from white flannel to linen. The spring 
collection runs to pastels but with a lot 
of black for both fun and formal wear. 
“ To be happy inside, one must be 
happy with one’s apparel,” Cardin said 
on a recent trip to New York.
